that the steadily rising cost of liv­ 


ing is a "serious menace,” members of 
the American 
Livestock Association 
market committee today addressed a 


letter to President Wilson outlining a 
program of relief. 
The livestock men propose: 
1 
Placing 200,000,000 
acres of 


public grazing land under federal con­ 
trol to increase meat production. 
2 
Prompt completion of tho depart­ 
ment of agriculture’s survey covering 
the cost of meat production from farm 
to consumer. 
3 
Enactment of general legislation 
looking to federal control of the meat 
industry, similar to that proposed in 
the Kenyon and Kendrick bills now 
pending. 
The letter is signed by livestock 
men, including H. A. Jastro, L. Burke, 
Dwight B. Heard and ii. C. Wallace. 
Data Offered Wilson. 
All data in the hands of the commit­ 
tee is offered to the president. 
"We 
recognize that 
the 
steadily 
mounting cost of living is a most ser­ 
ious menace to our national welfare i 
and largely the cause of industrial dis­ 
content,” the letter states. 
“As 
meat 
products 
constitute 
a 
large percentage of this living cost, 
we offer for your consideration the 
following definite suggestions for im­ 
provement: 
“Prompt action by congress provid­ 
ing for a constructive plan for just 
and 
thoroughgoing 
control 
of 
the 
packing industry, which shall main­ 
tain the efficiency of this greatest of 
our national industries, but shall pre­ 
vent in the future such misuse of the 
enormous rapidly growing economic 
and concentrated financial power of 
the group of five greed packers, as the 
investigation of the federal trade com­ 
mission shows have occurred in the 
past.” * 
Asks Reasonable Laws. 
The letter calls for the "enactment 
of such reasonable, effective and def­ 
inite legislation as shall possibly pre­ 
vent manipulation, hoarding or specu­ 
lation 
in meat 
and other essential 
food products; shall provide for the 
regulation and control by license of 
the packers, under the agency of the' 
department of agriculture, an impar­ 
tial agency assuring fair treatment to 
producer, packer and consumer alike: 
shall prevent pecker control of att 
food products; shall provide for mar­ 
keting places to be treated us public 
utilities, free from packer control.” 
The letter further protested against 
alleged abuses cited by the federal 
trade commission, and stated that tile 
Kendrick and Kenyon bills incorpor­ 
ated the principles advocated.

Ratification Is the Only Way Americans Can Carry Oat 
Promise Made to Soldiers, He Declares; Believes New 
Effort May Be Made For Conquest by Some Power If 
Present Plans Are Not Carried Through lo Prevent It 


MEMORIAL HALL, Columbus, Ohio, Sept. 4.— A new 
effort at conquest will be made by some nation as soon as 
recovery from the last war is accomplished unless the peace 
treaty including the League of Nations is ratified by the 
United States, President Wilson told the people of Columbus 
today in the first speech of his ratification campaign. 
“The League of Nations is the only safeguard against more war/* 
he asserted. 
Furthermore, he said, the league must be ratified by this country 
lo make good the promise to the American soldiers who were called to 
fight to end all wars. 
-------------- — -------------------------Without the league, he predicted. 
peace will be brought inot contempt. 


“ I’d rather have everybody on my 
side than be armed to the teeth,” he 
said in referring to the league. 
He declared he believed he knew

If there is anything that can be 
done by organizations 
of 
Orange 
county to aid in persuading the Los 
Angeles Board of Supervisors to pave 
the portion of the Brea Canyon road j 
lying in Los Angeles county, it ought 
to be done at once and vigorously. 
Pomona has demanded of the Los An­ 
geles board that the paving be done, 
and the people bringing the pressure 
to bear from Pomona are not going 
to be satisfied with anything but pav­ 
ing. 
Two or three years ago agitation for 
the improvement of the canyon road 
was brought, and resulted in the ex­ 
penditure of a goodly sum of money 
and in makiug a decided improve­ 
ment in the road. 
it was broadened 
in places and some 
of 
the sharper 
curves were eliminated. 
Light sur­ 
facing was applied. 
The road was in good condition for 
a while. 
But only for a while. 
Traf­ 
fic soon filled it with chuckholes, and 
for months now it has been in bad 
condition. 
The Pomona people con­ 
tend rightly that the road ought to be 
paved, and that no other kind of im­ 
provement is advisable. 
This is an important road, not only 
to the Pomona section but 
to

whole of Orange County. 
Orange 
county long ago carried its pavement 
to the county line, and if there was 
any way in which this county could 
aid in paying the cost of paving of the 
remainder of the county road, iii or­ 
der to get the work done it would 
doubtless provide the money.

These men, whose

for an exact knowledge of the actual 
working of such taxes, their assess J 
m ent and administration, will make a 
detailed study of complicated statutes 
and their operation. 
Such a course might well be copied 
by universities in other parts of the 
country. 
A great deal of uncertain­ 
ty and experiment yet remain in this 
field even among 
experts. 
They 
should be overcome as speedily as an 
intelligent study 
of 
principles and 
facts perm it. 
These special students 
will be able to pass on their know- 
ledge to clients regarding tax m atters 
and to assist materially in clearing j 
up the general confusion on the sub­ 
ject. 
Would it not be a good thing, how 
ever, for classes to be started for lay­ 
men? 
Men and women of moderate 
incomes are just beginning to feel an 
interest in this subject through their 
own income taxes.
